AN ACT relating to municipalities; to amend sections 16-318 and 17-606,
Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska; to change provisions relating
to city and village treasurers; and to repeal the original sections.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,

Section 1. Section 16-318, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska, is
amended to read:

16-318. The treasurer shall be required to give bond in not less
than twenty-five thousand dollars, or he or she may be required to give bond ______
in double the sum of money estimated by the council at any time to be in his
or her hands belonging to the city and school district, and he or she shall be ______ ______
the custodian of all money belonging to the corporation. The city council
shall pay the actual premium of the bond of such treasurer. The treasurer
shall keep a separate account of each fund or appropriation, and the debts and —
credits belonging thereto. He or she shall give every person paying money ______
into the treasury a receipt therefor, specifying date of payment and on what
account paid. He or she shall also file copy copies of such receipts, except ______ ———— ______
